2010-2011, 78 FR 28801 (May 16, 2013) and its accompanying May 9, 2013 Issues and Decisions

Memorandum; were exported by New-Tec Integration (Xiamen) Co., Ltd. and imported by Dorel

Juvenile Group, Inc. from the People’s Republic of China to the United States; and were entered,

or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or after 12/01/2010 through 11/30/2011.  Any

entries that are set for liquidation must be unset immediately.  Continue to suspend liquidation of

these entries until liquidation instructions are issued.
